But to apply the tag o f “ McKin­ 
ley Republican” to Sen. Mechem 
wo uld be lo o se name-calling, fo r 
that tag implies the perso n o n 
who m it is pinned hasn’t changed 
his ideas since 19 01 when the Niles, 
Ohio , nativ e fell befo re an assas­ 
sin’s bullet. 
True, no o ne is likely ev er to 
dub this man who calls the turn 
in the upper ho use o f the Ohio 
Legislature a radical. And it is 
true so me o f his fello w-Republi- 
cans fro m Ohio ’s big cities may 
be farther to the left than he. His 
reco rd in the inner wo rkings o f the 
Senate sho ws he shuns reactio n 
just as he do es radicalism. If he 
can be classified, he pro bably be­ 
lo ngs in the bro ad slo t labeled 
“ co nserv ativ e.’* 
Sen. Mechem pro bably is the 
mo st co nserv ativ e o f the three Re­ 
publican men who will be steer­

Jan. 14. But he wo rked well and 
harmo nio usly with Ho use Speaker 
Ro ger Clo ud during the 19 5 5 ses­ 
sio n o f the General Assembly . And 
he admires Go v .-elect C. William 
O’Neill, a fo rmer Ho use speaker 
who hails fro m Marietta, also in 
so utheastern Ohio . 
Mechem at 6 3 (he’ll be 6 4 Jan. 
29 ) will be starting his third ses­ 
sio n as majo rity leader Jan. 7.

It will not be easy to say goodbye to big-time 
football.

League school’s win-and-lose coach. But that is 
the essence of the Iv y League concept — that 
academic authorities 
control 
athletic 
policy. 
Penn won four, lost fiv e this year, good enough 
to suit the academic authorities, ev en though 
it infuriated alumni who insist on “ winning em 
all.” 
There will be colleges and univ ersities which 
put ajumni demand for v ictory at any cost 
ahead of academic control of athletics. 
But 
henceforth there will be other colleges and uni­ 
v ersities which put football on the same footing 
as other academic activ ities. 
It no longer will be an unbearable disgrace 
to coaches and players in these schools to drop 
a game, prov ided it was played to the best of 
the students’ ability. Football finally is going to 
be six of one half a dozen of the other — bona 
fide students, or the semi-pros.

AT THE TIME that the ARA 
went into Russia, it was look ing 
after 3,500,000 children in 10 coun­ 
tries, always as Americans. No 
disguise was necessary to hide the 
origin of the aid. It is interesting 
that in the correspondence between 
Maxim Gork y and Herbert Hoov er, 
the latter stipulated: 
“That American representativ es 
of the Relief Administration shall 
be giv en full liberty to come and 
go and mov e about Russia. 
“That these members shall be al­ 
lowed to organize the necessary 
local committees and local assis­ 
tance free from gov ernmental in­ 
terference.” 
Perhaps there was more courage 
in those days ev en when one want­ 
ed to serv e the hungry and brok en. 
Today, when we are so powerful, 
we seem to be afraid of our own 
shadows. Indeed, we pay for Swiss 
and Swedes to superv ise American 
aid.

through a string of 41 tests. Re­ 
sults add to medical profession’s 
k nowledge of the problems of old­ 
sters. The home has also status 
as a medical training classroom. 
It is used by students at Hahne- 
man General Hospital who will be 
the new generation of geriatric 
specialists. 
Roughly half the residents work 
in 
the 
home 
shop, 
assembling 
screw driv ers, stitching ammuni­ 
tion 
bandoleers 
and 
performing 
other light but useful, task s tor 
which they are paid in addition 
to the regular home allowance of 
$5 per month. Many r.omes hav e 
such programs but the Philadel­ 
phia home is the only one that 
also is open to non-residents. The 
only qualification is that an em­ 
ploye be ov er 65. 
The residents are encouraged 
to come and go as they lik e, ev en 
to tak e v acations and one or two 
are always away from the home 
at any giv en time. When in resi­ 
dence, though, the oldsters liv e in 
an atmosphere more lik e an ap art­ 
ment hotel than an institution.

WASHINGTON UP) — The United 
States may have come out second 
in the unofficial competition for 
points at the 19 56 Oly mpics, but 
It seem s likely to emerge with 
more -athletes than it had when 
the games started. 
Atty. Gen. Brownell announced 
Tuesday he has authorized emer­ 
gency admission into the United 
States of 40 Oly mpic athletes who 
chose not to return to their Iron 
Curtain countries when the games 
ended in Australia. 
The athletes concerned, who are

include 
35 
Hungarians, 4 Romanians and 1 
Czech. 
The Hungarians to be admitted 
to this country are among 48 who 
went to Australia for the Olympics 
and then did not return to their 
revolt-torn communist homeland. 
The original Hungarian team num­ 
bered 17 5, including coaches. 
In a broadcast heard in Vienna 
Tuesday the Hungarian minister of 
state, Gy oergy Marosan, congrat­ 
ulated those w'ho did return for 
e s c a p i n g “ traders in human 
beings” who, 
he said, 
went to 
Melbourne to 
“ buy victims for 
political purposes.”
